despotism which for sixteen centuries was 
tbe foster mother of ignorance, crime 
superstition and vice. It proceeded to 
carry the Christian church back 5000 
yean and succeeded in ite 
i>ffort« 


Strange as it may seem the light of troth 
when almost extinguished ia its own 
temple was sheltered by the military 
hand of Mohammedanism. Theflistgrea 
straggle between despotism and libarty, 
waqbetween Romo and Mohammedanism 
Gaming down in history we find the nex 
great straggle for liberty wosia Germany 
Modern liberty is a German institution 
What wo call English liberty ia a oombi 
nation pf German and Norman ideas. In 
England great battles were fought fo 
liberty. 
We have only to recall tb 


straggle for political and religions liberty 
in those dark times. 


The discovery of America by Columbus 


was the crisis ot the great straggle o 
liberty, not that he desired liberty o 
freedom, for it he could have had hi 
desires lie would have given tbia oonntr 
the religion of Italy and Spain. Had h 
been able to do this, th>s continent wonl< 
now be in the grasp ot desposism tha 
rale* every Roman Outbolio country 
Columbus is not to be blamed for bein 
a Catholic. He was tbe product ot his 
own country and times, be could not ha- 
been anything else, a* ha was a Catholi 
just as we ars Americans. It waa in thi* 
new country, discovered by Columbus 
that the people developed and perfeotei 
human liberty but it took despotism t 
doit. Had It not been for the despotism 
of the English government we wonlc 
never have had liberty. It was the asm 
old straggle that took place in India, i 
Greece and in Germany and between th 
Mohammedans and the Catholic church 


Our resources, our possibilities are lim 


itless and before ns lie great perils. Des- 
potism takes on new forms and is olway 
on the watch for new opportunities. On 
main idea of government grows outo 
the idea of industry. No government 
until our government was organized, was 
ever founded on the industrial idea.QI 
was organized, not for the protection 
of king*, lords or titled land owner 
but 
for

masses, 
to 
enoonrag 


the cultivation of the soil and th 
development of tha people along othe 
lines ot industry. Ont ot this develop 
ment have come great monopolies, an 
great monopolies are despots. Unde 
the iron heel of wealth the greatness o 
the people is being ground down by tb 
power that wealth gives, and right here 
our danger lies. If the time comes when 
our government fails to protect the toil 
ing masses, shall fail to make it poesibl 
for those who toil in the field and work 
shop to live in comfort and happiness a* 
against the mighty tew, our govsrnmen 
will be a failure. Thi* government was 
organized to protect the toiling millions 
and it it fails to do it it will be a failure 


The speaker then said'that the basis 


of universal liberty i* univeral culture 
and intelligence, and that these must 
come through the church and the school 
education and religion; that there is but 
a brief time in which to mould properly 
the future character ot the man,and thai 
period is in the first fifteen yean of life 
Give up everything else and hold fast to 
tbe public school. It is the most sacred 
of American institutions, and yon should 
never mind tbe sneering criticisms abont 
a godless education. Let the school be 
elevated, perfected, purified, but never 
let 
it go, for it ia the 
bulwark

our liberties. 
Give your boys 


and girls a good common school educa- 
tion and you will pat them in position to 
hold their plaoe in a civilisation that has 
as it* very first and fundamental prin- 
ciples of the idea ot liberty.

DENNIS HANKS DEAD, 


The Early Twtor of Lincoln 


Panes Away at Paris. 


He Was • Brother of Mrs. Jamoe

Dennis V. Hunks', tbe warty tntor and 


ife-long friend o( tbe martyred presi- 
dent, Abraham Lincoln, died at 1 o'clock 
rraterday afternoon at tbe residence pi 
An daughter, Mrs. Nsucy BboBff, at Par- 
«,tig»d 93 years, 5 months and ft day*. 
For tbo lost three year* he has miule bis 
iome with his daughter and while qnite 
'eeblv, be via able to walk about tbe 
bouse and ynrd. Oa tbe 22d of Septem- 
ber be was induced by hie friend* to at- 
tend tbe Emancipation Day exercise* at 
tbe fair grounds, and wbile returning 
jome waa run over by a baggy, iuflict- 
[ng injuries from which be never rallied 
and since that time be baa been confined 
to bis room. 


Dennis F. Hanks was born on tbe 


Booth fork of Notin's Greek, three miles 
southeast of Hodgeneville, in Hardin 
county, Kentucky, May 15, 1799. Bis 
parents were natives of Virginia, and 
were among the first settlors in K>n 
tacky. It was in the eume neighbor- 
hood, in Uardin county, Kentucky, that 
Abtabnm Lincoln tens bora, be and Mr, 
Hanks being boys together. Thomas 
Lincoln, father of Abraham Lincoln, em- 
igrated from Hardin county, Kentucky 
to Spencer county, Ind. After a year's 
residence in Indiana bis wife'died and he 
returned to Kentucky, and where he 
subsequently manied for bis eeoond wife 
Sarah Johnston, wbcse daughter Dennis 
IT. HsnRB afterward marriad. Tfaomaa 
Lincoln then returned to Indiana accom- 
panied by Mr. Hacks, and it waa here 
the latter taught the boy Abraham Lin 
coin to read and write. After residing in 
Spender oonnty for sixteen years, tbe 
families ol Tbomas Lincoln and Dennis 
F. Hanks, sixteen iu number, emigrate! 
to Illinois and EtUletl on tbe Sangamon 
river, in Maoon conuiy, nice milt's wet 
of Deaatnr. Here Mr. Hanks remainei 
until thu fall of 1831, when be rumovei 
to Colc-e county. It wa? during thsree 
idence of his fuller in Mnran count; 
that Abraham Liuooln lett the parents 
roof, and went out into the world to flgh 
tbe bHttle of hf» for himself. In tho be 
ginning of his etrnggle Mr. Hanks was 
hie counselor and fast friend, as be hsi 
ever been from his early boyhood. 


AS 1864 INCIDENT. 


In 1861 occurred the riots at Charleston 


in Gales county, III., known in tba 
locality as the Oharlebton Rebellion, i n 
which Dr. York, a prominent citizen o 
that city, was killed. A number of tfi 
rioters were arrested and thrown ink 
prison. Tbeir case looked like a hopeless 
one, and Dennia Hanks was eent tc 
Washington to intercede with Lincoln in 
their behalf. On the way to Washington 
Mr. Hanks was robbed at Crestline 
Ohio, of all bis valuables except bis rail 
road ticket. He continued on bis jour 
ney, and arriving at Washington wen 
immediately to the White House aud in 
formed the usher that be wished to eee 
Mr. Lincoln, when be was informed b 
that dignitary that he could not eee him 
as that was not tbe day for tbe Preeiden 
to see visitors. 
"Yes, bat I mast se 


him," said Mr. Hanks. Tbe usher the; 
asked for his card. 
"I have no can 


Tell him Dennis Hanks wants to see him 
Show me the door ot hie room," said Mr 
Hanks, as be walked past the usher. This 
was done and Mr. Hanks walked int 
the President's room and exolaimec 
"How are you, Abef" The Freaiden 
left his desk, and walking towards him 
exclaimed: "Why, Dennic, what brongh 
you here?" and threw his arms about th 
old man and embraced him. Mr, Hanks 
soon made known hie errand, secured th 
release of tbe men in whose behalf h 
waa interceding, and started for horn 
the next day. It was while on this VIBI 
to Mr. Lincoln that the latter presentei 
Mr. Hanks witb the silver watch that L 
has since kept. It was the watch tba 
Mr. Lincoln bad earned daring hie early 
struggles in Illinois. The watch is no! 
in tbe possession of Mrs. James A 
Barney. 


Mr. Hank's health up to a few months 


ago waa good. He was veil posted in 
tbe current events of tbe day, and nnti 
his ojes grew dim took great pleasure in 
reading. He had a most retentive mem 
01 y, and nothing gave him more pleas 
nre than to talk of Abraham' Lincoln 
and to tell anecdotea of bis early boy 
hood. One in wbioh be took great de- 
light was a circumstance in wbioh he 
enved young Lincoln from drowning. II 
was in Spencer county, Ind. 
Young 


Lincoln, then but a 'lad, attempted to 
cross a swollen stream. He Boon got be- 
yonu bis depth and the rapid current 
waa carrying him down tor tbe last time 
when Mr. Hanks,with almost the strength 
of a giant, sprang into the stream and 
rescued from a watery grave tbe boy who 
was afterward the figure so prominent in 
ameliorating and bettering the condition 
of four million slaves and many millions 
more of his fellowmec. 
The interment 


was at Charleston, 111., to-day.

Tbe question of free trade or 
protection in America is, therefore, of fa 
more importance to the working class in 
America than it IB to any class in this 
country. In Amenoa the working class

"Ton tell me that the tariff is a tax, 
that 'it tikes money from my pocket am 
give* me nothing in return. You SB] 
that if yonr policy of 'tariff for revenni 
only,' or 'tree .trade,' as others call it, 
were in force I should buy things more 
cheaply than I now do; so much cheaper 
as to more than make op for any reduc- 
tion of my wages, which yonr policy 
owtainly would effect. I want to talk 
to yoa about this. Thia is my condition 
I earn »1B a week; this is 17 60 per 
week or 9890 a year more than is paid in 
England to msn of my trade, in finglanc 
free trade,'or it it please you better, 
tariff for revenue only/ ia in operation, 
If my employer has to compete with En 
glish employer* he must pay Bnglial:

Liberty," was one which the speaker ia 
well fitted to amplify to the benefit of an 
intelligent audience and everybody^wss 
well pleased with the address. Re told 
his audience that to understand tbe 
evolution of long ages; that the deyelop-. 
ment of liberty in the life of man ia coin- 
cident with the development of sin. 
It 


began with man in the Garden ot Eden 
Man's desire to gratify his nature led to 
sin and at the aamo time opened tbe way 
to liberty. He then sketched the history 
of civilization taking in bis purview tbe 
despotion of Egypt, India, Greece snd 
Borne down to the advent of Jesus Christ 
tbe embodiment and perfection of liberty, 
combining the learning of the Greek, tbe 
ooDEoienoe of the Hebrews and the law 
ottbeBomaos. 
Out of the Christian 


civilisation he (aid grew a despotism 
more terrible than ever before known; 
that despotism was the Komun ohnrob, 
organised by Constantino and perpet- 
uated by popes and armies of monks; a 
despotism which for sixteen centuries was 
tbe fostar mother of ignorance, crime, 
superstition and vice. It proceeded to 
carry the Christian church back 5000 
yean and succeeded in its 
efforts. 


Strange as it may seem tbe light of troth 
when almost extinguished ia its own 
temple woe sheltered by the military 
hand of Mohammedanism. The flic t great 
straggle between despotism and libarty, 
wasjbetween Romo and Mohammedanism. 
Coming down in history we find the next 
great straggle for liberty woain Germany 
Modern liberty is a German institution. 
What wo call English liberty is a combi- 
nation pf German and Norman ideas. In 
England great battles weie fought for 
liberty. 
We have only to recall the 


struggle for political and religious liberty 
in those dark times. 


The discovery of America by Columbus 


was tbe crisis of tbe great struggle of 
liberty, not that he desired liberty or 
freedom, for it be could have bad his 
desires lie would have given this country 
the religion ot Italy and Spain. Had be 
been able to do this, th>s continent would 
now be in the grasp ot deeposism that 
rules every Roman Outholic country. 
Columbus is not to be blamed for being 
a Catholic. He was tbe product ot bis 
own country and times, be oonld not have 
been anything else, sa ha was a Catholic 
jut as we ara Americans. It was in this

The Early Tptor of Lincoln 


Passea Away at Paris. 


He Waa a, Brotner of MM. Jamoe 


Sboaff and Uncle or Mm 


W. F. Colladay. 
, 


Dennis F. Hftnka, tbe early tutor and 


life-long friend of tbe martyred presi- 
dent, Abraham Lincoln, died at 1 o'clock 
yesterday afternoon at tbe residence of 
tis daughter, Mrs. Nancy Bbonff, at Par- 
in, eged 98 years, 5 months and 8 day*. 
For tbo lost three years he has made his 
borne with his daughter and while quite 
feeble, be wsa able to walk abont the 
bouse and yard. On the 22d of Septem- 
ber be was induced by his friends to at- 
tend the Emancipation Day exercises at 
tbe fair grounds, and wbile returning 
home was run over by a buggy, inflict- 
ing injuries from which lie n*ver rallied, 
and since that time be bas been confined 
to bis room. 


Dennis F. Hanks was barn on tbe 


south fork ot Matin's Creek, three miles 
southeast of Hodgeneville, in Hardin 
oonnty, Kentucky, May 15, 1799. His 
parents wera natives ol Virginia, and 
were among the first eettlere in Ken- 
tucky. It was in the same neighbor- 
hood, in Hardin county, Kentucky, that 
Abraham Lincoln was bora, be and Mr. 
Hanks being boys together. Thomas 
Lincoln, father of Abraham Lincoln, em- 
igrated from Hardin county, Kentucky, 
to Spencer county, Ind. After a year's 
residence in Indiana his wife died and he 
returned to Kentucky, and where he 
subsequently married for bis eecond wife 
Sarah Johnston, whcse daughter Dennis 
F. Hanks afterward marriad. Thomas 
Lincoln then returned to Indiana accom- 
panied by Mr. Hacks, and it was here 
the latter taught the boy Abraham Lin- 
coln to read and write.

river, in Maoun conuiy, nice miles wett 
ot Deaatur. Here Mr. Hanka remained 
until thu fall of 1831, when be removed 
to Coles couuty. It wa<; during the res- 
idence of hie fuller in Mnron county 
that Abraham Lincoln left the parental 
roof, and went out into the world to fight 
the bHtrtla ot htt> for himself. In tho be- 
ginning ot bis struggle Mr. Hanks was 
bis counselor snd fast friend, as ht> had 
ever been from hie early boyhood. 


AN 1864 INCIDENT. 


In 1861 occurred the riots at Charleston, 


in Coles county, III,, known in that 
locality as the Charleston Rebellion, i n 
which Dr. York, a prominent citizen of 
that oity, was killed. A number of tbe 
rioters were arrested and thrown into 
prison. Their case looked like a hopeless 
one, and Dennia Hanks was sent to 
Washington to intercede with Lincoln in 
their behalf. On the way to Washington 
Mr. Hanks was robbed at Crestline, 
Ohio, ot all his valuables except his rail- 
road ticket. He continued on bis jour-

Under 
the iron heel of wealth the greatness of 
the people is being ground down by the 
power that wealth gives, and right here 
our danger lies. If the time comes when 
our government fails to protect the toil: 
ing masses, shall fail to make it possible 
for those who toil in the field and work- 
shop to live in oomtort and happiness as 
against the mighty tew, our government 
will be a failure. This government was 
organized to protect the toiling millions; 
and it it fails to do it it will be a failure. 


The speaker then said'that the basis 


of universal liberty is univeral culture 
and intelligence, and that these must 
come through the church and the school; 
education and religion; that there is but 
a brief time in which to mould properly 
the future character of the man,and that 
period is in the first fifteen yean of life. 
Give up everything else and hold fast to 
the public school. It is the most sacred 
of American institutions, and yon should 
never mind the sneering criticisms about 
a godless education. Let the school be, 
elevated, perfected, purified, bnt never 
let 
it go, tor it is the bulwark

our liberties. 
Give your boys 


and girls a good oommon school educa- 
tion and yon will pat them in position to 
hold their place in a civilization that has 
as its very first and fundamental prio- 
oiplee of the idea ot liberty. 
Deprive 


them of this snd you make them the 
helpless victims ot designing men who 
will come to them with feasible propo- 
sitions calculated to lead them astray. 
Take this subject close to yonr hear ts and 
let it be supreme in you thoughts and 
oalonUUonf.
